New publications 
focus on computers 
and design 





Two new special publications avail- 
able from the BSA focus on critical 
computer-related design issues. 
“CADD and the Small Firm: a re- 
source book” is a popular BSA 
publication now revised by its authors, 
Evan Shu AIA, Rick Gleason AIA, and 
Geoffrey Moore Langdon.

Consulting For Architects, Inc. isa 
New York-based personnel manage- 
ment firm that specializes in the 
project and permanent placement of 
highly qualified architects and design- 
ers. In conjunction with the Boston 
Society of Architects, CFA now opens 
its second office, located in The 
Architects Building at 52 Broad Street 
in Boston. This opening is in direct 
response to a demand in the architec- 
tural industry that CFA and the BSA 
have pinpointed for the Boston area 
specifically and the New England area 
in general. 


It is no secret that the current eco- 
nomic conditions are putting undue 
stress on regional design firms. This 
is compounded by fluctuations inher- 
ent in the profession and the fact that 
firms feel compelled to keep overhead 
to a minimum. 


Consequently, a significant shift has 
begun to occur in staffing and hiring 
practices. Rather than scaling up and 
down with the tides of continuously 
changing staff needs at the core level, 
firm managers are supplementing 
their core staff of full-time employees 
with flex staff composed of pro- 
fessional freelancers. 


This approach has provided a timely 
and cost-effective solution to staffing 
fluctuations that occur for numerous 
reasons. Such fluctuations are often 
caused by variations in internal 
workloads; regional market variations; 
major new commissions; expansion of 
services or growth into new markets. 


Project placements answer the needs 
of small, medium and large architec- 
ture firms: it does this by allowing 
them the capability of supplementing 
existing staff on a temporary basis in 
order to meet deadlines, gain access 
to additional skills for the duration of 
a specific job, and expand geographi- 
cally. For medium and large firms, re- 
maining lean and flexible ensures 
competitiveness with larger counter- 
parts; small firms can complement 
their staffs and seek larger commis- 
sions. 


Furthermore, and perhaps most im- 
portantly, this type of arrangement 
maintains low overhead in a pro- 
ductive manner. Because the terms 
are prescribed in advance, with the 


additional option for permanent 
placement, this creates a more cordial 
office climate. An additional benefit 
of this type of staffing is the enhanced 
exchange of ideas and techniques in 
traditional office structures. 


Project placement also benefits the 
architect. By facilitating placement in 
reputable firms (into which access 
might not ordinarily be possible) and 
broadening the freelancer's portfolio, 
such an arrangement will assist 
growth and future marketability as a 
talented, experienced professional. 
Project or flex architects are exposed 
to diverse projects and methods, 
gaining greater experience in design, 
presentation techniques, production, 
and technology. Because their portfo- 
lios, work history and maturity develop 
at an accelerated rate, they are also 
facile at coming up to speed quickly 
when hired for a limited stint on a 
particular job. Finally, working ona 
project-to-project basis is less trau- 
matic than the job-jumping route to 
career advancement. 


Unfortunately, nationwide there are 
very few state-registered, full-service 
employment agencies like CFA, 
catering to temporary and permanent 
architects. For those candidates and 
firms considering this route, there are 
several things you should look for. 
Make sure that the employment firm 
you are dealing with is fully registered 
with all state, local and federal agen- 
cies. Insist on a firm run by people 
with a “hands-on” background and 
education in the architectural field. 
Associate yourself with a firm that 
spends money on research and 
development and new services. 
Finally, look for a company that does 
more than make placements. Find 
one that is active in the architectural 
community and offers counseling, 
management and special programs to 
its candidates.

Resolving disputes in 
a tough economy 





This is one in a series of occasional 
articles prepared by the BSA's 
Professional Practice Committee 
chaired by Charles R. Heuer AIA, 
Esq., a principal of both Covenants 
and The Heuer Law Group. This

The current fiscal problems of Massa- 
chusetts clearly will result in the 
Legislature cutting funds from the 
budgets of many of the Common- 
wealth's departments and agencies. 
Such budget cuts will reduce or 
eliminate services. 


One area in which reduced funding 
will have a dramatic impact is judicial 
administration, probably resulting in 
between 1,400 and 2,000 fewer 
administrative personnel than author- 
ized. Access to the courts and admini- 
stration of justice therefore will be 
severely strained and delayed to the 
point that it may become impractical 
to ask the courts to resolve many 
disputes. Design professionals, 
therefore, should take the time now to 
assess how they would prefer to 
resolve disputes, what type of dis- 
putes are best solved by what types 
of procedures, and what actions can 
be taken to assure access to those 
procedures. 


For example, for fee disputes with 
clients, it may be quicker and/or less 
expensive to use mediation and/or 
arbitration rather than litigation. If so, 
should such mediation/arbitration be 
done by the American Arbitration As- 
sociation or by another private media- 
tion/arbitration service? Similarly, the 
rules and procedures to govern the 
dispute process should be consid- 
ered. 


If you would prefer not to use the 
courts to resolve disputes, it is 
important to recognize that the 
disputing parties must agree on the 
alternative procedure either before 
the dispute has arisen or after. 
Otherwise, the choice is: settle or 
litigate. Since the disputing parties 
seldom agree on much after a dispute 
has arisen, it is important that a

written agreement be executed in 
advance of any disputes. Such an 
agreement should incorporate a 
mediation/arbitration dispute resolu- 
tion procedure. 


Since the single most likely reason a 
design professional resorts to the 
courts for arbitration is to collect 
unpaid fees, it also may be appropri- 
ate in this time of shrinking markets 
and financially strapped clients for 
design professionals to review their 
business practices on client selection, 
appropriate client financial qualifica- 
tions, and timely billing for services. 


In this context, design professionals 
should be aware of standard contract 
language such as that found in Article 
7 (arbitration) and Paragraph 8.5 
(right to suspend services for non- 
payment of fees) of AIA Document B- 
141 (1987 edition); should consider 
developing similar but specifically 
tailored contract language; should 
familiarize themselves with the 
services of the American Arbitration 
Association and other companies and 
individuals offering alternative dispute 
resolution procedures and assistance; 
and should consult with professionals 
knowledgeable in these matters. 


All of these things can help individu- 
als and firms develop an appropriate 
mechanism to be paid in a timely 
manner and to resolve billing and 
other disputes. In the face of the 
Commonwealth's judicial administra- 
tion crisis and the general trend in our 
economy, these steps seem particu- 
larly important.

Architectural firms’ fees are subject to 
some degree of credit risk with all 
private clients. Yet, it has become a 
growing challenge in recent years to 
recover fees and expenses incurred 
by bankrupt clients. An equally 
perplexing problem is whether to 
continue to render services to a client 
in Chapter 11. Hence, a broader 
knowledge of bankruptcy will enable 
design firms to act quickly, effectively, 
and with a minimum of waste in 
converting their claims to cash. 


A general familiarity with the provision 
of the Bankruptcy Code of 1978 and 
the rules that govern payment to 
architectural firms is the first step. 
Based on interviews with design firm 
managers who are veterans of the 
bankruptcy battlegrounds, ARCHMAR 
has prepared this primer on recover- 
ing fees in bankruptcy. 


Notice of bankruptcy by clients. 
Bankruptcy proceedings start with a 
notice issued by the bankruptcy court. 
This notice identifies the debtor, gives 
the date of the first meeting of credi- 
tors, and informs them that they're 
prevented, or “stayed,” from taking 
certain collection actions against the 
debtor. 


A “proof of claim” may be enclosed 
with this notice. The creditor is 
expected to complete this form by 
describing the nature and amount of 
the indebtedness. /f the proof of claim 
is filed too late, the creditor may be 
barred from participating, in any case, 
in distributions or dividends from the 
bankruptcy estate. 


In a Chapter 11 case (the most 
common kind of bankruptcy route for 
owners, builders, and developers), the 
proof of claim is considered timely if 
filed within the time limit fixed by the 
bankruptcy court. In this type of case, 
the debtor proposes to reorganize and 
continue with business. An owner who 
remains in control of the business (or 
project) during Chapter 11 reorganiza- 
tion is referred to as a “debtor in pos- 
session.” A trustee can be appointed 
to take control of a business if an 


owner has engaged in certain behav- 
ior — i.e., fraud. 


A proof of claim in a Chapter 7 or 13 
case must be filed within 90 days 
after the first meeting of creditors. In 
Chapter 7, all of the debtor's nonex- 
empt assets are liquidated by a 
trustee and the proceeds are distrib- 
uted to creditors. In Chapter 13, the 
debtor can apply a portion of future 
earnings to the payment of all or part 
of its debts. 


A proof of claim need not be filed in a 
Chapter 11 case if the debtor names 
the creditor and the amount of the 
creditor's claim in the bankruptcy 
schedules and does not list the claim 
as disputed, contingent, or unliqui- 
dated. If the amount given is wrong or 
if the claim is listed as disputed, 
contingent, or unliquidated, filing a 
proof of claim is necessary. Once 
filed, it is deemed valid unless an 
objection is submitted, in which case 
the bankruptcy court will determine 
the validity and amount of the claim. 


“Secured” status may not exist. Some 
design firms have assumed that 
they're in the category of “secured” 
creditors by virtue of their “lien” rights 
and remedies. Consequently, they 
often wrongly look for the existence of 
a somewhat preferred position to the 
majority of creditors who might fall 
into an unsecured status. Generally, it 
doesn't work that way. For one thing, 
the federal bankruptcy code takes 
precedence over state laws including 
the Uniform Commercial Code (UCC) 
and renders some liens invalid under 
certain conditions. Of more signifi- 
cance in these situations, the only 
truly secured creditors tend to be the 
mortgagees. Unfortunately, they have 
usually loaned up to a high level 
(often excessively high) relative to the 
value of the project under way, under 
construction, or even completed. 
Other creditors generally have at least 
equal and often superior lien rights. 


Hence, most architectural firms, 
according to attorneys ARCHMAR 
interviewed, approach the collection 
for pre-bankruptcy claims and the 
opportunities in post-bankruptcy 
services with too great a sense of 
resignation. Mortgagees, basically 
passive debt investors, are anxious to 
have those whose services are 





essential for completion or convey- 
ance continue to be involved in the 
project. Accordingly, design firms as 
creditors have more power than they 
typically think in dealing with the 
mortgagee. 


Services rendered to a bankrupt 
client. After a client enters Chapter 
11, it does not have to pay any debts 
incurred before it is filed until an 
agreement is reached with all credi- 
tors and shareholders. Theoretically, 
the client's only current liabilities are 
those incurred after filing for bank- 
ruptcy. Despite that “retroactive” 
protection, architectural firms can still 
enhance their position in getting post- 
bankruptcy business and their voice in 
the ultimate reorganization and 
liquidation of the assets for the 
purpose of paying off the bankrupt's 
former expenses. 


It should also be kept in mind that if a 
contract governing the terms and 
conditions of design services existed 
at the time of bankruptcy, and the 
bankrupt decides to continue the 
contract, it may do so no matter how 
much the architectural firm objects 
and notwithstanding any so-called 
ipso facto clause. But to be able to 
continue such a contract, the bankrupt 
must cure or promise to cure any 
default to the contract. Having re- 
jected an executory agreement, the 
design firm can now structure a new 
fee arrangement without the inhibition 
of the old agreement. Therefore, in 
Chapter 11, the debtor in possession 
usually makes a new deal with the 
firm. Those firms involved from the 
beginning have the advantage of 
starting way ahead of any of their 
competitors because of their knowl- 
edge and work product from previous 
services rendered. And managing 
principals who've been through it say 
that’s the time to try to raise service 
fees to recover some of what is owed 
from the pre-bankruptcy claims. 


A Chapter 11 client is free to contact 
with an architectural firm for services 
within the ordinary course of business 
without obtaining prior approval from 
the bankruptcy court. What is “ordi- 
nary course” naturally depends on the 
specific circumstances. They’re 
usually pretty clear, but if there’s any 
doubt about whether the proposed 
arrangement is in the “ordinary 
course,” the design firm should simply 


tell the bankrupt to obtain a court 
order. The big caveat here is that a 
transaction that is clearly not in the 
bankrupt's ordinary course of busi- 
ness and is consummated without 
court approval could create an 
uncollectible claim for architectural 
firms. Since bankruptcy, unlike many 
other aspects of legal practice, 
requires specialized training and 
experience, several principals with 
considerable experience in this area 
stress the importance of retaining 
counsel versed specifically in this law. 
In most private construction financial 
calamities, a Chapter 11 Bankruptcy 
proceeding should not be construed a 
dead-end when collecting fees for 
services rendered. It certainly should 
not stop the design firm from market- 
ing further services on the most 
profitable basis possible. Getting 
involved at the earliest feasible stage 
in the creditors’ committee, retaining 
technically skilled bankruptcy counsel, 
and being prepared to provide further 
services on a protective basis after 
bankruptcy can all add up to a surpris- 
ingly positive recovery.

The BSA Housing Committee met in 
January with Francis P. Creedon, 
Operation Budget Officer of the 
Massachusetts Housing and Finance 
Agency.
